I told him what it was 
and asked him to use it well writing good notes for his Lithua- 
nian pupils. He did not expect such a gift and he did not know 
what to say. However, from hei whoel attitude I had the impression* 
that he was satisfied. And pleased, too. Then he said many thanks 
~ for the gift. Subsidiary to this gift, I gave him also a small 
Olympic badge. Later we started talking about correspondence 
with each other.
